WE, as well in Performance of cer- 
tain Grants, Promiſes, Articles, and Agree- 
ments, in a certain Indenture, made between 
us of the one Part, and the Mayor and 
Commonalty and Citizens, of our City of 
London, of the other Part; bearing Date the 
twenty-ſeventh Day of December, in the

tions, Us at this Preſent eſpecially moving, of 
our eſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge and 
meer Motion, have given and granted, and 
by theſe Preſents, do give and grant to the 
aforeſaid Mayor and Commonalty and Ci-— 
tizens, of our City of London, All that the 
Church heretofore of the“ Leſſer Friers, 
commonly called the Grey Frier, within 
our City of London; And all the Scite of the 
Houſe of the ſaid Lefer Friers, and all Edi- 
fices, Land, and Soil of the Church aforeſaid ;

them, that fully and wholly it ſhall and may 
be lawful for the ſaid Mayor and Common- 
alty and Citizens, for the Time being, at all 
Times, and always hereafter, when and as 
often as it ſhall ſeem expedient to them, or 
Neceſſity ſhall fo require, to ordain, con- 
ſtitute and make all ſuch fit, profitable 
and honeſt Ordinations, Statutes and Rules 
for the Right governing of the Poor, to he 
maintained in the ſaid Manor or Houle, 
called Bridewe!! Place, or in thofe other 
Houſes, called Chri/?*s Hoſpital and St. 7% 
mas's Hoſpital, in Southwark aforeſaid, or in 
any of them, as to them ſhall ſeem good; 
and alſo full Power and Authority to examine 
all and ſingular Perſons, idly wandering 
within the City aforefaid, and the Liberties 


thercof, and to compel them to employ and 
exercile 
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exerciſe themſelves according to their Strength, 
in honeſt Labour and Employment; We alſo 
give, and by theſe Preſents grant, for Us, our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, to the aforeſaid Mayor 
and Commonalty and Citizens of London, a- 
foreſaid, and their Succeſſors, full Power and 
Authority, from Time to Time to name, ap- 
point, make, create, and ordain ſuch, and as 
many Officers, Miniſters or Governors under 
them, in the ſaid Hoſpital or Houſes, or in any 
of them, who from Time to Time may look at- 
ter the Poor in the ſame, that they be well and 
honeſtly ordered and taken Care of; and alſo for 
the Order and Government of the ſaid Poor, 
as to them ſhall alſo ſeem good and convenient, 
without Hindrance of us, our Heirs or Suc-

houſes, Plays, Dancers, and other Places 
whatſoever, and Liberty or Liberties, and what- 
ſoever privileged Places within the ſaid City 
and Suburbs thereof, and in our ſaid County 
of Middleſex, by whatſoever Names or Titles 
they, or any of them, are,.or ſhall be named 
or called, and alſo to ſearch and inquire after 
all and ſingular Houſes in any Manner ſuſ- 
pected, or Places whatſoever for idle Ruftians, 
idle Rioters, Vagabonds and ſturdy Beggars, 
or whatſoever other Perſons ſuſpected, and 
Men or Women whatſoever of bad Name and 
Fame; and not only to apprehend the ſaid 
| G Rufhans, 
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Nuſſians, Rioters, Vagabonds and Beggars, 
within the ſame ſuſpected Houſes or Places, 
Iiberty or Liberties, and privileged Places, 
being within the ſaid City and Suburbs there- 
of, or within the ſaid County of Middleſeæ, 
but alſo the Tenants, Maſters, Owners or 
Leepers of ſuch Houſes or Places where any 
ſuch ſhall be found, to commit to the Houſe 
of Correction and Bridewell, or in any other 
Manner to punith all ſuch as to them ſhall 
ſcem good and lawful, unleſs the Tenants, 
Maſters, Owners or Keepers of ſuch Houſes 
and Places, can honeſtly and juſtly excuſe and 
acquit themſelves before the aforeſaid Mayor 
and Aldermen of the ſaid City, for the Time 
being, or before the Officers, Miniſters or 
Governors under them, of the aforeſaid 
Houſes, why they fo maintain and ſupport ſuch 
idle Ruffians and ſuſpected Perſons and Vaga- 
bonds, or permit them to lie in and frequent 
their Houſes; and alſo unleſs ſuch Men ſo 
ſuſpecdded, and being Vagabonds ſo taken, can 
ſuthciently and fully declare for his honeſt 
and good Converſation, and give a juſt Ac- 
count how they live, and for what Cauſe they 
ſo wander and daily frequent ſuch ſuſpected 
Houſes, and hidden or prohibited Places, and 
find ſufficient Security, that they, and every of 
them behave themſelves honeſtly for the future: 
And further, We will, that it ſhall be lawful 

for the Mayor and Aldermen of the City

them in the aforeſaid Hoſpitals, for the Time 
being, to uſe ſuch Correction and Order in the 
Premiſes, as to them ſhall ſeem moſt fit and 
convenient, without the Hindrance of Us, our 
Heirs, or Succeſſors, Juſtices, Eſcheators, 
Sheriffs, or other Miniſters, Servants or Sub- 
jects whatſoever, of Us, our Heirs, or Succeſſors, 
any Statute, Act, Ordinance, Reſtriction, Law 
or Cuſtom to the contrary thereof in any wile 
notwithſtanding: We will alſo, and by theſe

nity Term, in the five and thirtieth Year of 
the Reign of the ſaid King CHARLES the 
Second, or in any other Term, and all and every 
other 
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othet Judgment given or recorded in the bid 
Court, for the ſeizing into the ſaid late King's 
Hand, the Liberty, Privilege, or Franchiſe of 
the Mayor, and Commonalty and Citizens 
of the City of London, of being of themſelves 
a Body Corporate and Politick, by the Name 
of The Mayor and Commonalty and Citi— 
% zens of the City of London;“ and by that 
Name to plead, and be impleaded, and to 
anſwer and to be anſwered, or in what Man- 
ner or Words ſoever ſuch Judgment was 
entered, is, ſhall be, and are hereby reverſed, 
annulled, and made void, to all Intents and 
Purpoies whatſoever ; and that Vacates be en- 
tered upon the Rolls of the ſaid Judgment, 
for the Vacating and Reverſal of the ſame 
accordingly.

That for and towards the raiſing a perpetual - 
Fund to pay the yearly Intereſt of four Pounds 
for every hundred Pounds principal Money, 
and of all the ſaid Intereſt thereof, due to any 
Orphan of the ſaid City, or the Executors, 
Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, of any ſuch 
Orphan, unto the five and twentieth Day of

London-Bridge }) ſhall be, and are hereby de- 
clared to be yearly charged for ever, from and 
after the four and twentieth Day of June, one 
Thouſand, fix Hundred, Ninety-four, for and 
towards the railing thereout the full and clear 
annual Sum of eight Thouſand Pounds for 


ever, free from all Deductions for any Impo- 


ſitions whatſoever; which ſaid yearly Sum, 
{hall be annually raiſed and paid out of all and 
every the ſaid Manors, Lands, Tenements, 
Hereditaments, and other Revenue whatſo- 
ever, of and belonging to the ſaid Mayor, 


Commonalty, and Citizens, (except before ex- 


cepted) and ſhall be, and is hereby appro- 
priated towards the railing ſuch a perpetual 
Fund, and to be applied as aforeſaid.
